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‘Program Inaugurated in Local 
Chapters to Cut Down Farm 
and Home Accidents 


The American Red Cross has 
“Jaunched a nation-wide campaign to 
eliminate hazards in the home and 
en the farm that now take an an- 
nual toll of nearly 35,000 lives, at- 
eording to a recent statement by 
James L. Fieser, vice chairman in 
eharge of domestic operations. 

“Every Red Cross chapter is being 
asked to play a part in this cam- 
paign,” Mr. Fieser said. ‘Hazards in 
the various communities will be 
pointed out. The children in our 
schools throughout the country will 
be given a list of the home hazards 
and asked to enroll parents or rela- 
‘tives in the fight against them.” 

Nearly five million men, women, | 
and children were temporarily dis- | 
abled in the homes of America last 
year by accidents, officials of the 
National Safety Council have re- 
woaled. Most of the accidents in} 
which persons were killed and in- 
jured could have been prevented, | 
according to this safety agency, this 
fact alone largely motivating the | 
Red Cross drive for accident elim- | 
ination. 

Active cooperation of social, civic, 
educational, veterans’, and other | 
groups has been secured. Red Cross 
inspection forms or home check lists 
will be distributed to homes where 
there are no children with the help 
of these organizations. 

Due to inaccessibility and lack of 
compensation coverage, little or no 
pioneering has been done in the | 
field of farm safety, the Red Cross 
states. However, more people were 
accidentally killed in agricultural 
pursuits last year than in any other 
occupation, making the need for 
safety education and farm home in- 
spection apparent. 

Other agencies now active in the 
accident-prevention field point to the 
fact that, because of its nearly 13,- 
000 chapters and branches, the Red 
Cross has a unique opportunity to 
successfully promote a project of 
this nature. 

Home accidents injure many more 
than do automobile accidents; they 
kill nearly as many, claiming an av- 
erage ofabout 80 lives daily. Interms | 
of dollars and cents, for the practi- | 
eal minded, home accidents cost 
more than $1,000 per minute. 

Accideuts of all types are Public 
Mnemy No. 4. Only three diseases 
cause as many deaths each year, 
heart disease, cancer, and cerebral 
hemorrhage. 

“The home is not the place of 
safety it is commonly supposed to 
be,” said Mr. Fieser in commenting 
on the new Red Cross service to the 
community. “The Red Cross, as a 
part of its chartered obligation to 
prevent death and alleviate suffer- 
ing, is conducting this humanitarian 
program to cut down the mounting 
toll of avoidable personal injury and 
death in the homes of the country.” 

The annual Red Cross roll call, 


running from Armistice Day to 
Thanksgiving Day, is one of the 


means of backing such a campaign. 
All citizens of the United States are 
offered the opportunity to join and 
assist in the work of the organiza- 
tion.

Example For Nation 


Traffic laws are for protection 

obey them. 

California’s motor vehicle code, 
for years looked upon as a model 
by the nation’s traffic authorities, 
has been brought to still higher 
standards of efficiency by recent 
amendments. Many of the changes 


are for the purpose of providing 
increased safety on 
highways and motorists should be 


careful to observe the law in their | 


interests. 

This viewpoint on traffic laws 
is stressed in a statement by Per- 
cy E. Towne, chairman of the Pub- 
lic Safety Committee of the Cali- 
fornia State Automobile Associa- 
tion. The motorist’s organization 
is carrying on an intensified safe- 
ty program with the object of 
helping to check the rising trend 
of traffic accidents. 

“Individual responsibility for 
safe driving has been brought 
strongly to the fore by one group 
of vehicle code amendment, those 
dealing with drivers’ licenses,” 
Towne said. “One of these changes 
has to do with increased require- 
ments in the examination of pros- 
pective drivers. Another gives to 
the Department of Motor Vehicles 
the right to require re-examina- 
tion of drivers at will. This, in 
turn, is supported by a provision 


own 


for setting up individual records 
of drivers. 
“very driver will hereafter 


have filed against his record con- 
victions of violations of the traf- 
fic laws and reports of any acci- 
dents in which he may be in- 
volved. The Department will thus 
be able to keep close watch upor 
the safety record of individuai 
drivers. This is expected to result 
in a constant weeding out of care- 
less, reckless, and otherwise un- 
safe drivers by taking away the 
licenses of those who do not have 
the necessary physical and mental 
qualifications to drive, or who do 
not have a proper regard for the 
rules of safety. 

“The Department has also been 
given increased powers to sus- 
pend drivers’ licenses for various 
offenses committed under the re- 
vised vehicle code. 

“As a result of these changes, 
obeying traffic laws is not only 
necessary for personal safety but 
because the privilege of continu- 
ing to drive may be at stake.”

Sentinels of the Republic — 


Who is the typical American? Just 
what is he like? 

There seems to be doubt on these 
questions in the minds of many men 
in public office today. Much of our 
recent legislation suggests that they 
regard him as willing to swap his 
American birthright of independence 
and opportunity for the lifeless regi- 
mentation now imposed on certain 
populations abroad. 

But there should be no such con- 
fusion. A portrait of the typical 
American was clearly drawn 1n the 
Bill of Rights of our Federal Con- 
stitution. Read it and you will see 
that he is a man who stands firmly 
for: 

Freedom of religion, freedom of 
lawful speech, freedom of the press, 
freedom of peaceable assembly ... 

The right to be secure against 
unreasonable search and seizure, to 
be immune from governmental in- 
quisition, to trial by jury in all civil 
as well as criminal cases .. - 

The guarantee that he shall not 
be deprived of life, liberty or prop- 
erty without due process of law, 
and that he shall be protected in 
all these and other rights even 
against government itself, 

In that insistence on definite 
rights and powers is reflected, I 
maintain, a true picture of the real 
American citizen the man who 
works and earns and saves and on 
whose character and effort depends 
all the strength of our governint nt. 
It has stood unchanged for almost 
a century and a half. It remains as 
accurate today as when first drafted 

When our politicians get that pic- 
ture clearly in mind we shall see 
fewer efforts to inject into our gov- 
ernment the ideas of a regimented 
Europe—whose tragic effects we read 
daily in dispatches from across the 
sea. 

America, our lawmakers should 
remember, is still full of Americans 
—sons and daughters of the hard- 
iest, most self-reliant breed of pio- 
neers and liberty-lovers the world 
has ever seen. No one can take 
away their individual freedom—and 
make them like it. The Bill of 
Rights still remains our national 
portrait.

California polities are in a tousled condition at present. No 
other word so accurately describes the uncertainty which 
shrouds the State Treasury investigation, the political relation- 
ships of Republican party leaders, the political relationships 
of Democratic party leaders and the uncertainty of that assert- 
edly non-political organization, the civil service. 

To the usual routine of work in various state government 
offices, has been added an undercurrent of unrest, a combina- 
tion of the many mixups which are keeping the brows of inves- 
tigators furrowed. What department will be upset next by dis- 
trict attorneys, detectives, auditors, legislative and numerous 
investigating committees? 

Meanwhile Sacramento is preparing to house literally thou- 
sands more state workers to handle the revised old age pension 
Jaw administration, the unemployment insurance administra- 
tion and the highly technical office work in connection with 
the Central Valleys Water Project.

Whatever else is the outcome of the investigations, new 
systems of handling state funds wil be installed. That. is all the 
taxpayer can be interested in, ultimately, except for the where- 
abouts and return of missing state funds.
